CARD. MUNDELEIN 
LAUDS SPONSORSHIP

Chicago.—In a lengthy statement, 
given prominence in every daily news- 
paper of the city, His Eminence 
George Cardinal Mundelein explained 
why the Archdiocese organized the 
great Catholic Youth Organization 
boxing tournament which concluded 
at the huge Chicago Stadium recently 
hefore a crowd of representative men 
and women of al! walks of life 

Asserting that despite efforts of 
mothers for generations to suppress 
it, a growing healthy boy takes as 
naturally to boxing as a puppy does 
to romping, His Eminence stated that 
the Archdiocese is not trying to end 
boxing, bat to control it and to teach 
boys that there is a time and place 
for it and a method in doing it. His 
Eminence also said that the tourna- 
ment was undertaken to teach boys 
to use the weapons God gave them to 
defend themselves, and pointed out 
that crimes of viclence have become 
common “since a great war came 
along and we put guns in the hands 
of boys and a race of gunmen has 
come.into being.”
